dage. 
Say Eyesight Is Good. 


Dr. Wald voluntarilyfg went to the police 
in regard_to the matter and presented affi- 
davits from four other physicians present at 
the operation, stating there had been no cut- 
ting below the surface of the woynd, and 
that Dr. Wald's eyesight was perfectly good 
at the time. , : 

The police have three witnesses on the side 
of the complainants. who are the Hansen 
girl's parents. .-These.-three witnesses. are 
Maria Larsen, a former nurse .in the hospi- 
tal; Dr. John Almone, former interne at the 
hospital, both of whom were present during 
the operation; and George F. Smith, who 
took ‘Dr. Almone’s place at the hospital w 
the first interne was discharged.

I 
thought many times when the waves broke over 
the ship that there was no one to care and no 
one to put out a hand to save me or to grieve at 
my death. When that comes no one shall stand 
in sorrow over my body nor mourn my fate. 

I have been everywhere, it seems, but I cannot 
learn to love the soil of America. I shall never 
see my native land again, but I shall not com- 
plain any more. It is sweeter to be under the 
ground.

Twenty million dollars, it is expected, will 
be required to rum the city next year.

Calls Estimates Too High. 

“T find the estimates in each instance are 
unreasonably high,’ said Mr. Wilson, “ #0 
they will be taken up tomorrow with Mayor 
Busse and Ald. Bennett. Department heads 
have been instructed to include nothing but 
essentials in their estimates, The city coun- 
cil last year appropriated $4,000,000 more 
than there was any possibility of the city 
securing during the year. This practice does 
not increase the city’s revenue and should 
be stopped. Under the new plan, the depart- . 
ment heads will be obliged to cut their cloth 
according to their goods. 

“The available amount of revenue for each 
department will be taken into consideration 
in making the estimated appropriations,

“The city needs public improvements more 
than at any time in its history. It needa 
@ new city hall, a link connecting the north 
and south side boulevard systems, a new 
municipal court building, a new sewer sys- 
tem in the downtown district, newly ‘paved 
streets inside the loop, new headquarters for 
the police department, bridges, and a score 
of other improvements. We haven't the 
money to get them allat once, but with econ- 
omy,.and estimating our annual budget with 
great care and limiting the appropriations 
to the probable amount of our income I be- 
lieve we can obtain all the improvements I 
have mentioned."’

mary law proposed in Illinois. 

Many of whe old trimers on the committee 
were entirely In sympathy with the stand pat 
policy of the speaker in the matter of polit- 
teal procedure, but they were forced to rec- 
ognize the tendency of recent to give 
the people more voice in political conven- 
tions of all sorts. 

The resolution adopted by the uationa! com- 
mittee today does not give the state com- 
mittee discretion in the matter, but requires 
them to follow the state iaws when those 
laws are not consistent with the usual! prac- 
tice in electing delegates. . 


Chicago Leads as Convention City. 
The republican convention at Chicago next 
Jane will be the thirteenth in the history of 
the party. It is significant of the growth of 
Chicago as the convention city that. since 
the spectacular campaign just before the 
opening of the civil war Chicago has seen 
the nomination of six distinguished repub- 
licans, five of whom were subsequently 
elected president of the United States, and 
now another nominee of the same party is to 
be put up there. 

It thus appearing that just half of the con- 
ventions in the history of the republican 
party have been held In Chicago. 

ey was nominated there in 1860, Grant 

in 1868, Garfield in 1880, Blaine in 1884, Har- 
rison in 1888, and Roosevelt in 1004. 

During the same time four democrats have 
been placed in nomination in the sameity, 
McClellan in 1864, Cleveland in 1884 and lsvz, 
‘and Bryan in 
~ ‘The year 1884 was 4 busy one for Chicago, 
because then both national! conventions were 
held in that city and both were marked 
with hot fights and riotous enthusiasm. 

Cleveland and Blaine were nominees and 
it was inevitable that one of them should be 
beaten. It happened to be Blaine, and he is 
‘the only republican candidate nominated in 
Chie who failed to secure an election. 
This shows that Chicago has had ten out of 
twenty-four conventions of the two parties 
since 1860. 


» Bt Louts Next in Rank. 

St. Louis comes next in rank as a conven- 
tion city, Seymour having been nonfinated 
there in 1868, Tliden in 1876, Cleveland in 1883, 
McKinley in 1896, and Parker in 1904. 

Baltimore used to be a favorite convention 
city, Douglas having been put up there in 
1860, Lincoln four years later, and Greeley in 


Grant's decona nomination was given to 
him in Philadelphia, and a similar honor was 
conferred! upon McKinley in the same place. 

Hayes was nominated ip Cincinnati ' in 
1876, an@ Hancock four years later in the

Mr. Bryan now has indicated that the old 
fights will be forgotten, and that everybody 
will be welcomed to the aid of the good cause. 
There are some democratic politicians who 
regard these prospdcts as being almost as 
discouraging as the prospects of a contest, 
but their consolation is that nothing will hap- 
pen now to’ disturb their contro! of their or- 
ganization in their various states. 


Sullivan May Accept Bryan. 

The only thing Mr. Sullivan found interest- 
ing in the Bryan situation was the possible 
effect a contest might have on the demo- 
cratic state organization. Mr. Sullivan de- 
sires to remain in control of it and if he can 
do so he does not care much who Is the can- 
didate for president, He would prefer some- 
body else to Mr. B , but he has no weighty 
‘objection to him, providing he will keep his 
hands off the Tlinois organization.

PENNSYLVANIA FLYER ESCAPES 


WRECK BY A NARROW MARGIN. 


Crank Pin on Driving Wheel Reeaks 
Just as Train Clears Bridge—Road- 
bed Ripped Up by Big Rod. 


Passengers on the Pennsylvania's eighteen 
hour fiyer that left Chicago at 2:45 Friday 
afternoon had a narrow escape from disas- 
trous wreek near the Indiana ling Ninety 
feet east of a steel bridge at that point the 
crank pin on the forward right hand driving 
wheel of the engine broke off, letting the 
front end of the heavy connecting rod strike 
the ground. As the train rushed ahead the 
great beam ripped a hole seven feet deep in 
the road bed and shattered cross ties, with- 
out, however, derailing the.engine. Had the 
break occurred ten seconds earlien it is con- 
sidered inevitable the bridge would have 
been battered and weakened so that the 
train would have plunged through. 

The engineer stuck to his post in spite of the 
hammering of the heavy rod directly under 
him and the train was stopped in five car 
lengths. 

Examination of the broken pin showed that 
it had been cracked for some time as less 
than 10 per cent of the fracture was bright, 
while the’ remainder was discolored by 
months of service. _More thorough inspectien 
would have revealed the dangerous condition. 
The fracture showed that the steel of the pin 
had been jarred and hammered until its 
structure bgcame granular instead of fibrous. 
Railway men say the pins and axles shoul4 
be replaced at Teast once every three years.

Royal Reference Was to the Recall of 
Minister Oyhama.

ROME, Dec. 7.—‘‘ I know only one Japa- 
nese, and his name is Oyhama,"’ was the curt 
exclamatjon of King Victor Emmanuel when 
he was informed that Baron Takahira was 
coming to Rome to serve as Japanese am- 
bassador. 

That was only a short time ago, for really 
Baron Takahira had hardly settled down in 
Rome when word came the other day he 
soon would be ordered to proceed to Wash- 
ington, to succeed Viscount Aoki, who had 
been recalled. There is not much doubt that 
the baron will gladly leave the Italian court, 
for he was intensely annoyed and mortified 
when he heard on his recent arrival in Rome 
what the king had said td the Japanese 
chargé d'affaires about his assumption of the 
ambassadorial post; heard, too. how the 
whole diplomatic corps in Rome had gos- 
siped about the king’s remark, and laughed 
about it. 

King’s Friend Recalled. 

But King Victor Emmanuel's explosive ut- 
terance is not the heginning of thestory. To 
begin at the beginning it is necessary to go 
back to the time of the Russo-Japanese war, 
when OGyhama Tsunaska had then been 
minister to the quirinal for seven years. 
Mme, Oyhama, young and charming, had 
made a place for herself in society. Then 
came the question of the embassy instead of 
the legation {n Rome, for which Oyhama 
worked manfully, only to bé informed when 
his work was accomplished that he was to 
be recalled. Much open regret was expressed 
at his departure. 

Diplomatic feeling ran high. The queen 
publicly expressed to Mme. Oyhama her de- 
sire that she be allowed tq remain. A letter 
was sent to the emperor of Japan, expressing 
the hope that Oyhama be left in Italy. A 
negative answer was returned by the Japa- 
nese government and taken quietly by the 
king, but his intimates declared he consid- 
ered himself personally slighted and his 
country belittled. Oyhama Teunaska sailed 
away, and for many months Japan only was 


Prepresented by the chargé d’dffaires. 


Then Takahira’ Arrives. 

At last Baron Takahira came. Of course 
he no sooner came here than he heard from 
the Japanese who had been serving as chargé 
d'affaires what the king had said. 

It seems that the chargé, after he had 
taken care of the embassy for a long time, 
waited upon the king and advised him that 
Baron Takahira was on his way to Rome 
‘and expressed the hope that he be weltomed 


1 by his majesty as persona grata. 


“fhe chargé was tremendously cut up when 
the king curtly replied: ‘ 

“I know only one Japanese; his name is 
Oyhama.”’ 

.* But, your majesty,’’ plaintively suggested 
the chargé, “ Baron Takahira is here in 
Rom@as Japanese minister.” 

The*king paused again and said: 
now no Japanese but Oyhama.” 

‘Un unately, Takahira already had left 
Japan, and before long arrived in Rome. .He 
will stick it out until he goes to Washington, 
although his position is most embarrassing— 
one might almost say unprecedented—for a 
person of his exceptionally high standing. 
So well, however, has he played his réle 
that the king on his departure doubtless will 
acknowledge that he now knows two Japa- 
nese, and that one of them is Takahira.

Research Should Proceed, He Says, 
Into Religion’s Domain.

Conscience, will, honor, love, and admira- 
tion, he said, are similiarly stamped with im- 
mortality, and will mot drop into nothing- 
ness.

Says Man Is Immortal. 

Such creatures as insects and trees would 
hardly be supposed to have a persistent per- 
sonal existence, said the’ lecturer, as they 
lack individuality, but there can be no doubt 
of the continuance of human individuality. 
Part of the evidence of personal immortal- 
ity consists of psychological manifegtationa, 
such as when one mind appears to aot upon 
another ata distance. Telepathy or clairvoy- 
ance must be regarded as practically estab- 
lished. The certain facts are too numerous 
and too well authenticated to be doubted, hut 
this science, he said, still ie in a rudimentary 
stage, and we would be clearly wrong in es- 
suming that all automatic messages were not 
of genuine character. ~ 


Spirit Manifestations Serious. 

To say that spiritual manifestations were 
futile and inappropriate would be untrue, 
he said, and auch a statement would only 
be made by persohs unacquainted with the 
fact that the higher faculties of the soul 
have no special sphere of employment in 
the struggle for existence, but appear to sug- 
gest the coming of a fuller and larger exis- 
tence. : 

Possibly these high faculties, which now 
seem incongruous and inconvenient, may ul- 
timately be found nearer to the heart of 
things than the faculties better suited to this 
world. It is the duty of science, he said, to 
examine even into the domain of religion. 
The intentions of the Creator of the uni- 
verse, he asserted, were not going to be frus- 
trated by the efforts of his creatures.

LONDON, Dee, 7.—The kaiser remains at 
Highcliffe, and, judging from his appear- 
ance, is benefiting from the holiday, but in 
the face of official statements, its prolonga- - 
tion is not without mystery. Facts, however, 
are stronger than official denials, and un- 
doubtedly the emperor's health has heen the 
cause of considerable concern for some time 
past. His restlessness is uncheckable. 

Unlike King Edward, who, while leading a 
busy life, maintains the best of health, the 
kaiser exhausts himself. Even now he does 
not retire before 1 o'clock, and does two 
hours’ work before he has coffee and rolls 
at9. When at Windsor officials wondered at 
his restlessness. One moment he would ap- 
pear on the terrace in mufti. Next he would 
be seen emerging in the court yard tn unl- 
form, and it was computed that he changed 
his clothes seven times a day. 

The kaiserin is similar in thie resect, and 
brought sixty dresses for a five days’ visit, 
and managed to wear the majority of them. 


Admires Royal Residence. 


The kaiser was greatly interested tn the 
alterations the king has effected at Windsor 
castle. Of all England possesses he is be- 
lieved most to covet this regal fortress, of 
which all its treasures have been revealed 
at last, thanks to the electric lights, banned 
by the late queen. Even now, however, 
Windsor Is less comfortable than many great 
houses owned by subjects of the crown. Vic- 
torfa never would permit a bathroom within 
the precincts, and now, in many instances, 
bathrooms had to be constructed out of the 
thickness of qnormous walis.

Germans Few but Active. 


Now the Germans ih. Morocco are few in 
point of numbers, but each German is push- 
ing the interests of Germany with fervid 
patriotism, for the Germans desire Morocco 
to become German just as much as the 
French wish it to become French, Therefore, 
German mercantile interests are wild with 
impatience for the. kaiser to take an open 
hand in the scuffle of nations in which, just 
now, France appears to be what gamblers 
call “the one best bet” as the European 
nation destined to secure the prickly prize. 

Only a few days ago the foreign residents 
of Tangier wére startled to see on café 
tables a smartly edited littl newspaper in 
the: German language, bearing the ‘tities 


its title page that it is to be published twiop 

a week as “das organ der Deutschen Mam 
rokos und der Deutschen Marroko-Intem — 
resenten,” far circulation in Morocco ange 
Germany. 

The trail of the publication led to a well 
equipped office in one of Tangier’s labyrin- 
thian streets. Beginning with the 
writers, everything in the way of equip t 
bore the stamp, “ Made in Germany.” 

The editor in charge was Herr A. Hornung, 
an able metropolitan newspaper man of Ger- 
many. He said frankly that the establish- 
ment of the paper was equivalent to the un 
chaining of a watchdog for German intet+ 
ests. It would have been indelicate, pet+ 
haps, to haverquestioned Herr Hornung more — 
closely, but\ from other sources it was i 
learned that solely as a newspaper the pub- 
lication is not designed for profit. In feet, 
it is understood that the expenses of pub- 
lication for at least one year have been guar- 
anteed by German capital directly interested 


in Morocco. 


Attack French in German Paper \ 


An idea of the German feeling against the 
French may be gained from the following 
story, translated into English from the first 
number of Herr Hornung’s paper: 

“The leader of ‘Mulal Hafid’s mehatia, 
Habib Bakka, gave to the German courier of 
the firm of Marx. who passed near his camp 
at eight hours’ distance from Mogador, & 
packet of letters to be distributed to the re- 
3 tve consuls as wéll as to a merchant of 

ogador. . ( 

‘* As the courier could not read, he allowed 
the merchant to pick ont his letter. In this 
way the merchant noticed that the courter 
had also letters addressed to the consuls, 
The courier then went to the French con- 
sulate in order that the French consul, M. 
Kouri, might take his letter. The 
informed the courtier that he would under 
take to distribute the other letters. ML 
Kouri did not do so. but sent all the letters 
to the French consulate in Tangier. 

“This act became known through the 
aforesaid merchant and caused great indig- 
nation in the town. The consular body was - 
called together and the discussion took an 
exciting course, during which M. Kouri did 
not receive support from his English and 
Spanish colleagues. ‘In the protocol of the 
proceedings there is much talk of intercepted 
lettera. The French consul did not sign the 
protocol. A French paper speaks in a laconic 
way of letters sent by Mulai Hafid to the 
consular body at Mogador, which letters re- 
main unanswered.” 

The foregoing astonishing statements, 
which also were made use of by’ the English 
paper, Al-Moghret Al-Aksa, show that the 
Germans intend to keep a careful record of 
the shortcomings of the French, whether the 
lapses \alleged have their setting in Tangier 
or in Mogador, which is about 500 miles dis- 
tant from Tangier by sea. 

While the Germans are watching the 
French the English are watching both the. 
Germans and the French, and the Spanish 
are watehing every nation concerned. Un- 
doubtedly the situation presents the most 
sharply defined picture of international jeal-’ 
ousy to be found on the map of the wosid te- 


day. 


Trade Catalogues of No Use. 


If American manufacturers are desirous 
of competing with Europeans in Morocao 
they will find an interesting subject for 
study in the German methods of drumming 
up trade. The Germans have learned better 
than to send catalogues to a country where 
only one native out of 500 can read and 
write in any language. Such catalogues, 
even though printed in Arabic for Morocco, 
may serve no other purpose than to fur- 
nish a curiosity to a turbamed Moor for the 
space of an hour or less.

| GUILLOTINE IS LACKING. 


May Petition That Mme. Goold 
Be Sent with Husband to 
_ French Penal Island. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

MONTE CARLO, Dec. 7.—Every one here - 
breathed a sigh of relief this week when the 
trial of Mme. Vere Goold for the murder of 
poor Mme. Levin was concluded. Monte 
Carlo had not known such @ criminal trial 
for years. Now and then an Italian work- 
man appeared in court for stabbing a com- 
panion, or an occasional English or Amer- 
jean blackleg was hustled over the border, 
but such a trial for such a crime is entirely 
out of place, especially now when the fash- 
fonable season is just beginning. 

The trial gave rise to much interesting 
speculation. In the firet place, by condemn- 
ing the man to life imprisonment while his 
wife is sentenced to death, the presiding 
judges practically admitted that Vere Goold 
committed the crime through hypnotic sug- 
gestion. Four eminent experts from as many 
great French hospitals testified that Goold 
is not possegsed of all his faculties, his will 
power being nonexistent. ‘He possessed no 
sense of right and wrong. One expert char- 
acterized him as ‘“‘a moral idiot."’ 


Changes Testimony at Her Bidding. 

His strong willed wife dominered his every 
act. During the trial his eyes never left her 
for a single moment. When he testified she 
interrupted him several times with correc- 
tions, and he immediately changed his state- 
ments to suit her. He looked and acted a 
decadent of good breeding, eager to shield a 
woman in an awkward position. On the 
other hand, Mrs. Goold is one of the ugliest 
women ever seen, and in contrast with her 
dilettante hushand, appeared altogether 
coarse and vulgar: She made no attempt to 
shield him, but, on the contrary, seemed to | 
hold him responsible for allowing the blood 
to trickle from the fatal trunk, thus arousing 
suspicion. : 

To American visitors, a goodly number of 
whom secured tickets to the courtroom, 
the “‘boos” and laughter which greeted 
the testimony of the doomed woman and her 
husband seemed strangely out of place. So 
also did the cheers which greeted the verdict. 

A second point imconnection with the 
trial which ig now causing lively discussion 
is how ‘the court will execute its sentence. 
Monaco possesses neither guillotine nor exe- 
cutioner, and capital punishment has been 
unknown here for years. It is not thought 
likely that a special guillotine will be con- 
structed for Mrs. Goold. In fact, there is a 
strong feeling among the pafrons and resi- 
dents of Monte Carlo to petition that her sen- 
tence be commuted to life imprisonment, so 
that she as well as her husband can be sent 
out immediately to some French penal set- 
tlement, and thus bring all.talk about this 
unpleasant affair to an end.

Golden 
said he protested against killing Goebel then 
and Powers said> “ You need not be un- 
easy.

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DYNAMITE TO BLAZE WAY

Car Runs Off Bridge, but Saved 
from Destruction by Pro- 
jecting Rock.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—Lieut. Paul Graetz of 
the German army, who is attempting a Motor 
car journey across Africa with two com- 
panions, has arrived at Mowapwa, 4 post in 
German Hast Africa, from which place he 
sent a graphic narrative of his adventures 
thas far. Motoring in African jungles and 
mountains seems to have its difficulties. 

Lieut. Graets left Dares Salaam, the cap- 
tal of German East Africa, last August. 
Lieut. Graetz says: . 

“after our start on Thursday we had @ 
dangerous journey until] we reached the 
Budha mountains, along a narrow path high 
above the Mukoudokwa river, the banks of 
which are overhanging rock above a @eep 
abyss. We had to build dikes for the car to 
pass over the ch s, through which the 
water whirled in torrents, 

“At nightfall a distinct light came into 
view. Koch, the chauffeur, went forward to 
inquire, and met a.French railway engineer, 
in whose camp we rested for the night. 


Narrow Escape at an Abyss. 

“The next morning we saw higher up @ 
wide cleft in the mountainside made by a 
great waterfall. We tried to bridge it with 
stones.. As the car started across it was 
turned over by the upsetting of a rock close 
to the left edge. The stones we had laid gave 
way and the car rolied over into the gap. For~ 
tunately it was held by a projecting. rock, 
but there our car was, suspended over the 
yawning abyss. 

“ After hours of effort epent in trying to 
recover it from its perilous position without 
avail a caravan of forty men came up with 
ropes ae a leverage, and we managed to hoist 
the car back to the road, but the fore axle 
was bent. We repaired it on the spot. After 
repairs were-made the machine took us to the 
next village. « 

“ At the ford of the river on Saturday we 
devoted a day to further repairs and prepar- 
ing the crossing. On Sunday we continued 
our journey across the hills, but the road 
continued bad, the stony bluff slopes ending 
in precipitous declivities. These tried our 
damaged axle cruelly. 


’ Blasts Out Pathway. 
“Suddenly we found some great bowlders 
had narrowed our track toa bridle path. -We 
got out dynamite, but first the car was 
hidden behind a ridge for safety. Soon thun- 
derous explosions rang around the hillsides 
and masses of stone were hurled thrdugh the 


alr and fell into the valley. Still more biast- 


ing was needed before the way was cleared, 
Them we started our precarious advaace 
across a tottering pathway. 

“The tcrrific heat had reduced our water 

to the last drop and the cooler of the car had 
used up more than we had estimated, while 
@ nine hours’ thirst over a wateritss course 
lay before us to Mowapwa. 
_ “As a last resort we at last poured our tea 
into the cooler. It was not enough to do any 
good and we stopped to discuss our plight. 
While we were talking there appeared three 
brown figures dressed in goatskin aprons. 
They hid behind the nearest rocky bluff, evi- 
dently suspicious. Soon their heads, with 
their wiglike topknots, peered up. I callod 
them to us, 

“They were men of the Wagogo tribe. 
Others joined them as they aproached I 
greeted them after their tribal fashion and 
made it clear that the cooler must have 
water. Then the Wagogos loosened their 
water gourds from their loin aprons and each 
gave his precious store, gazing all the time

LONDON, Dec. 7.—It is a curious commen- 
tary om the economic conditions of the old 
world that the turn tn the tide of American 
immigration is causing serious trouble in 
Italy, Austria, Germany, Sweden, and Nor- 
way. If the industrial conditions of the 
United States of America threaten to be bad, 
they are infinitely worse in the countrics 
named. Italy gomplains the loudest because 
the situation is the most serious. Her 
returning hordes do not bring sufficient 
money to support them more than a few 
weeks at most, while many land practically 
penniless. The authorities there confess

PROXY FIGHT MORE KEEN 


Harahan Makes New Attack on 
Fish; Speedy Hearing on 
Injunction Sought. 


With the commtletion of ita great sty dock 
at New Orleans the Illinois Centra! will dom- 
inate the shipping facilities at that city. This 
dock is practically completed now, save the 
rearrangement of yards and the extension 
of sheds ‘warehouses, and part of it has 
been in use during the last year, 

Because of the swiftness of the current and 


the great depth of the Mississippi at that 


point it was impracticable to build slips at 
right angles, so the ships will dock alongside 
the wharf. The completed structure is 4,700 
feet long and 150 feet deep, built of reinforced 
concrete on piling foundation. 

Stéel sheds extend the full length of the 
wharf, and the warehouses alone have « 
storage capacity of 60,000 bales of cotton. 
In connection with the dock there are two” 
grain elevators having a storage capacity of 
2,500,000 bushels, s 

In switching facilities and storage of cars 
the Illinois Central is also far ahead of the 
competing lines at New Orleans. It has 137 
miles of switch tracks in its various yards 
and a storage capacity of 11,650 freight cars. 
It probably fs due to this and the two great 
elevators that the Illinois Central, while not 
traversing a great grain producing section, 
bandied over 50 per cent of that business 
passing through the port of New Orleans last 
year. 

Seek Hearing on Injunction. 

Tomorrow attorneys for the Harriman- 
Harahan interests in the Illinois Central 
will ask Judge Ball to set a date for hear- 
ing arguments on a motion to set aside 
the Injunction secured by Stuyvesant Fish. 
This injunction ties up 281,231 shares of stock 
owned by the Railroad Securities company 
and by certain individuals allied with the 
Harriman faction. Unless these shares are 
released from the injunction they cannot 
be voted at the adjourned meeting of stock- 
holders Dec. 18, and thjs would seriously 
cripple the Harriman forces in their ef- 
forts to cust Mr. Fish aga director. 

The fight for proxies between the two 
contending factions is growing more bitter 
as the meeting day approaches. Mr. Fish 
jesued a circular on Friday reiterating his 
denunciation of the alliance with the Harri- 
man lines, He paid scant attention to the 
charge made against him of manipulating 
the Illinois Central funds so ae to aid his 
friends in the Commonwealth Trust com- 
pany, a New York organization. On this 
point he said: 

“ As to the deposits in the Commonwealth 
Trust company, I need only to repeat that at 
no time has it been in circumstances of fail- 
ure, much less bankruptcy.”’ , 


. Harahan Says Fish Lies. 

President Harahan, on being asked what 
he had to say in reply, said: 

“Mr. Fish mest know that this statement 
is false. At the time when the funds of the 
Illinois Central were on deposit with the trust 
company the company was to Mr. Fish’s own 
knowledge in a failing condition, and the 
banking superintendent threatened to close 
its doots, and its actual failure was only pre- 
vented through the action of a number of 
Néw York bankers, who organized a syndi- 
cate to help out the trust company by taking 
the United States Shipbuilding securities off 
its hands. Mr. Fish was a member of that 
syndicate, but whereas the other subscribers 
put up their own money Mr. Fish borrowed 
from t ury of the Illinois Central to 
make good his subscription.” 

“Mr. Fish is dodging the real iseue,”’ con- 
tinued President Harahan, and in proof 
of his charge of financial jugglery he pro- 
duced a copy of a letter written by Fish 
to A. G. Hackstaff, third vice president of 
the Dllinois Central, Dec. 80, 1904. In this 
Mr. Hackstaff is directed to deposit $200,000 
of Tilinois Central funds with the Common- 
wealth Trust company, and to leave it there 
four days, when he is to draw it to pay obli- 
gations then maturing.

BROKERAGE FIRM BANKRUPT. 


Whitney, Stephenson & Co. Forced to 
Wall by Obligations Matur- 
ing Nov. 1. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. .7.—[Special.]—Whit- 

ney, Stephenson & Co. and the Whitney- 
Stephenson company today were taken tnto 
the United States court on involuntary bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. Insolvency was admit- 
ted. The Colonial Trust company is ap- 
pointed receiver. 
_ Whitney, Stephenson & Co. was until re 
cently considered the strongest brokerage 
house in Pittsburg. The company a few 
years ago succeeded the old firm of Whitney 
& Stephenson. 

The immediate cause of the failure is ob- 
ligations maturing on Nov. 1. One large 
loan is secured hy 8,000 shares of stock of 
the Hostetter Coke company to liquidate a 
loan. of stock sold at $120 per share to the 
H. C, Frick Coke company, controlled by 
the United States Steel corporation. The 
Frick company has long desired to secure 
the Whitney stock and efforts were made to 
agree upon a price. Finally the plan of hav- 
ing the property appraised by three persons 
was agreed upon, but the sale had to becon- 
summated before the appraisers were able 
to make a report. The sum of $200 per share 
has been since bid for the stock. The filing 
of bankruptcy proceedings may invalidate 
the sale, as the law nullifies all transactions 
made within four months of filing petitions. 
If the sale is set aside the increased equity 
for the creditors will probably be material.

Here the rare 
smoothness and richness of the voices began 
fo make thenikelves plainly felt, and the im- 
mense superiority of the carefully trained 
voice became evident, 

A Bohemian Christmas Choral, by Carl Rie- 
del, is a frankly melodious bit of simple writ- 
ing in the folksong manner. It ig charmingly 
tuneful and nalve and as given by the chorus 
on Tuesday so pleased.that a repetition was 
unavoidable. A finely vigorous, positive set- 
ting of the 96th Psalm by Heinrich Schutz 
was tellingly sung and prepared the way for 
the six “ Sacred Songs’’ of Hugo Wolf, the 
important novelty of the evening. The songs 
are settings of six poems by Hichendorft— 
short poems most of them, the titles of which 
are “Looking Upward,” "“ Harmony," 
“ Resignation,” “ The Last ge * Submis- 
sion," and “ Exaltation.” Of the character 
of the poems the titles give a cRear idea. Mr. 
Dickinson folfowed the plan pursued in 
Vienna when the songs first were sung there 
~—hs repeated them in the course of the con- 
certs, thus letting the hearers have a chance 
to accustom themselves to the harmonic 
peculiarities the songs contain, and thus be- 
come surer of the quality of Wolf’s work. . ° 

I was unable, owing to stress of review 
dujes, to stay for the second performance, 
but’ so admirably were the difficult numbers 
sung the first time—with such intelligence, 
so much artistic finish and finesse, and such 
sympathetic understanding that their intent 
and their beauty were manifest. They are 
songs strikingly unusual, and their preva- 
lence in church choir circles is not likely, 
neither will they be generally whistled or 
hummed saye possibly by members of the 
Musical Art society, who have labored lov- 


ingly and long with them. The “ Resigna- _ 


tion "' seemed the most daringly origina! of 
the six, so far gs harmonic progressions and 
tangled vocal lines are-concerned, but even it 
attracted and interested through its unpaual- 
ness.

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Chorus Girls: 


Hired Sundays. 


There are hundreds of girls in Chicago who 
would be filled with happiness if Sunday 
came seven times a week. That ig the day 
on which the managers. of the traveling the- 
atrical companies come to Chicago to employ 
chorus girls to take the places af those who 
have dropped out during the week. And so 
many drop out every week that Sunday 
usually is a busy day around the headquar- 
ters of the various booking agents. 

In most of the small towns throughout 
the west there are laws against Sunday per- 
formances. This gives the traveling com- 
panies a chancé@ to rest and their managers 
an opportunity to make a hurried trip to 
Chicago to get a new supply of girls. The 
booking agents estimate that all the way 
from one to three hundred girls are em- 
ployed every Sunday by these managers. 

a ~~ 

Harry Armstrong, one of the booking 
agents, found places for seventy-two girls 
one Sunday in October. This, he thinks, is 
the record for any one agent. For several 


' @ays before the Sunday in question Arm- 


strong had letters from managers all over 
the west, each stating that he would arrive 
in Chicago early Sunday morning and re- 
questing that a bunch of girls should be held 
in readiness for him to pick froma 

This was done, and as several managers 
made the same request Armetrong had a 
bunch of girls that overflowed from his office 
and extended almost to the street door of the 
building. , Then, as the managers arrived, 
they looked over the girls as if they were 
so many, peaches in a fruit store, only they 
were not the fruit store variety, and took 
as many as he had use for from the squad. 

Mr. Armstrong says that next to Sunday 
the noon hour is thé best 6ne for chorus giris. 
He explains this by pointing out that a good 
many traveling companies pass through 
Chicago every day; and t»at the managers, 
figuring that they had bi.ter stock up with 
girls while the opportunity is with them, call 
at the booking agencies to supply their needs. 
As a good many of the girls who are anxious 
to get into the show business work in the 
department stores while they are waiting for 
a job in the chorus, their only chance to viait 
the agent ts at noon. Then, if they happen to 
get into the office while:the traveling man- 
ager-is there and prove acceptable, he em- 
ploys them.

The would-be chorus girls have found out 
about this noon hour @pportunity to land 
in the choruses of the road companies, and 
they hurry to the offices of the booking agents 
just as soon as they can get away from their 
counters. There are some girls, Mr. 
strong says, who haven't missed a noon call 
at his office since the season opened, and who 
are not apt to migs one as long as their long- 
ing to go on the stage remains with them.

Irish Plays 


New York, (Special Correspondence. }—The 
drama shows a@ disposition toward the wear- 
ing of the green in Broadway. Hitherto, the 
color that the Irish stage hero wears in his 
caubeen has got no nearer to our theatrical 
White Way than a quarter of a mile—at least 


* not since Dion Boucicault introduced his 


roguish Con, Myles, and Shaun to Wallack 
nifty audiences. Andrew Mack hag not yet 
Played here at a $2 house, nor Chauncey Ol- 
cott until now that he brings “ O'Neill of 
Derry "* to us from Chicago. There is noth- 
ing I can tell you that you don’t know about 
that new play, except that it seems to be 
doing pretty well. Another outbreak of Irish 
drama is Margaret Wycherly's production of 
two of William Butler Yeats’ symbolic play- 
lets, “ The Hour Glass,” in which the run- 
ning out of an hourgiase’ sand marks the 
wane of one man’s life and typifies the fleet- 
ing brevity of human life in general, and 
“Cathleen ni Houlihan,’ in which a fairy 
representing Erin wooes a lad away from his 
colleen to serve a higher destiny, namely, the 
cause of Ireland's freedom.

However, I have had a look in at “ Peggy 
Machree,” on its way to McVicker’s, and as 
it won't get there for a month yet, I may as 
well give you the glimpse I got of it.

Did the word: Dostolieffski incite 
Sothern to an elongated title for the play? 
The dramatist, Henry Irving's son, Laurence, 
named it “The Inheritaneée of the Meek ” 
because in his stage version a humble girl 
converts an assertive agnostic to Christian- 
ity. Sothern desired to change the title to 
“The Pool Hath Said in His Heart ‘ There 
Is No God,’”’ because the gifl quotes that 
sentence from the bible and when he tele 
graphed the suggestion to Irving in London 
the reply by wire was: “* I'sa&y yes to save 
cable tolis.""

- Brooklyn 
used to be nicknamed the City of Churches, 
yet ‘Sothern seems to have reasoned that it 
knows less than Chicago of what it was the 
fool said in his heart, for on bringing the play 
to our Brooklyn borough he calls it “ The 
Tool Hath Said ‘ There le No God.’ ”

Now that Richard Mansfield has passed 
away, Edward H. Sothern is left the fore- 
most, if not the only, American play produé 
ing actor comparable with the dead Henry 
Irving and the live Beerbohm Tiree. David 
Belasco competes with the Englishmen in 
dramatic craft, but he is not an actor, al- 
though.I here and now ask him why he, 
having fitted rdles to players atid players to 
roles, won’t create a character for himeeif 
to enact. A joke? No, indéed. The theat- 
rical public has become so fixed in the habit 
of acclaiming all he does that it would “sen 
his acting as great anyway; and who k 
but, if he were to create a character 
ing the mannerisms of his first night 
speeches, it might be a sweeping victory, 
both artistic and popular.

When he uttered his thanky-kindly, with 
tremors in his voice and shakes in his pose, 
I said to myself that a masculine part as 
fervidly emotional as those he had provided 
for Louise Carter and Blanche Bates is the 
one for my friend David's début az an actor.

David Belasco’s share in the making of the 
plays he produces usually amounts to col- 
laboration, but “ The Warrens of Virginia ”’ 
is ascribed wholly to William C. De Mille by 
the program. The author is a son of thelate 
Henry C. De Mille, who wrote two greatly 
and two fairly successful plays with Belasco; 
his mother is a Uterary woman of active ten- 
dencies; and so, as I suppose, De Mille ihe 
son Was reared in ways qualifying yg to 
write a Belasco sort of play. By no means 
bragh is he with untested matter. His drama 
is of our civil war, and its hero and heroine 
are a northern soldier and a southern girl. 
Did your father, or er, know of 
one marriage of lovers loyal opposedly to 
the United States and the confederate states? 


Do you betieve that in all the war, from Bus 
Run to Gettysburg, so many as ten betrothais 
came of the awful carnage? Yet Bronson 
Howard in the first war play, * Shenandoah,” 
Witliam Gillette in the second, ‘ Held by 
the Enemy,” and every one of the subsequent 
writers of war plays, so far as | know, has 
ned his plot on love between an 
er from the north and a rebel girl in the 
south.

So alarming has become the number of 
accidents on the street railways of New 
York that the public service commission 
has appointed a subcommittee to study 
the question of accidents and their pre- 
vention, and especially to go into the sub- 
ject of safety devices. Of the many hun- 
dreds of accidents ‘which are reported 
monthly it is estimated that 50 per cent 
are serious and that ahout one in ten. re- 
sults fatally. This proportion is main- 
tained in Chicago, where the number of 
accidents from causes connected with the 
street railways is about 2,500 annually!

The president urges on congress the 
need of legislation to give greater elar- 
ticity to the currency, but does not com- 
mit himself to any particular scheme. The 
secretary of the treasury is equally 
anxious that congress should endow the 
currency with elasticity. He, 
. R.A. M.. Medison- | frains from making any specific recom- 
| comyocaiion Thurs. mendation, but he says that simplicity of 

plan and promptness of action are what 
the péople need. 

While the secretary asks for prompt 
action it is doubtful whether he has great 
hope of ‘getting it. The subject he wishes 
congress to dispose of has been debated 
in and out of that body for years. One 
plan after another to give elasticity to the 
eurrency has been evolved and , debated, 
but an agreement on some one plan has 
not been reached in congress or even 
among bankers. 

The secretdty of tr wh Vy says he 
has no “ pride of opinion ” the meth- 
od which shall be adopted ph provide re- 
lef. Unhappily there are several con- 
gressthen who are affected with “ pride of 
opinion” in’ a marked degree. Each of 
them is convinced that his particular plan 
is the only one that will “save the coun- 
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sense in any other scheme. 

If congress had met when the financial 
stringency. was most acute, and the need 
of immediate action séemed. imperative, 
the congressmen who look on themselves 
as financial experts might have been in a 
yielding, compromising mood.’ As the 
country has managed to get throngh the 
| crisis without legislative aid, they stand 
up uncompromisingly for their respective 
plans. 

Unlimited senatorial debate is deadly to 
prompt action on.any subject.. How long 
any currency measure which may be con- 
sidered by the senate may be debated 
there is beyond all calculation. A presi- 
dential campaign. is impending and the 
democrats will be particularly voluble. 

There are many reasons for believing 
that congress, though ft should take 
prompt action, will fail to do so. Simple 
changes can be made in the currency laws 
which if they had been operative two 
months ago would have made th neial 
panic less acute and perilous. If some 
congressmen were less obstinate and oth- 
ers more intelligent there would be no de- 
lay about making these changes. As the 
ease stands there will be cause for con- 
gratulation if. congress shall do some- 
thing practical before the close of the long 
session.

How important are the secrets bontained 
among the archives of the vatican is demon- 
strated by the. attitude of the various for- 
eign envoys accredited to the court of the 
pope, whose principal mission seems to be ta 
prevent students from obtaining access to 
any materia) that could affect in the slightest 
degree the prestige and the interests of the 
family of the monarch whom they represent. 
Infact, hen some fifteen years ago Leo

These archives go back for a thousand 
years, and even to still more remote periods. 
During all that time the papacy has either 
directly or through its agents played an fm- 
portant rdle, not merely in each historical 
event but in every dynastic episode. In- 
deed, it is no exaggeration to assert that no 
single act of statesmanship has taken place, 
ho dynastic arrangement made, that no 
royal drama or tragedy has occurred, with- 
out a full and authentic record thereof being . 
filed among the archives of the vatican. 
The papacy has had Its agents, not alone iff 
its diplomatic representatives, formerly 
famed as the cleverest in the world, but also 
in every prelate, in every priest, and in every 
member of the religious orders, among whom 
the Roman Catholic sovereigns and the 
princes and princesses of their house have 
invariably found their spiritual advisers. 
Even at Protestant courts the papacy has 
always had its more or less openly avowed 
but invariably clever and able emissaries. 
And in this fashion nothing of importance 
can be said to have taken place among the 
sovereign houses of Europe within the last 
thousand ye&rs without a complete record 
thereof being received and filed fi the 
archives of the vatican. 

Among the many problems of history. for

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Can the Breedets Restore Racing? 


Having viewed with alarm as well as 
having felt’. with. considerable effect the 
interdiction of racing sport in every state 

_ in the middle west except their own and 
Louisiana, Kentucky breeders of thor- 
oughbreds have get on foot. a movement 
to organizei an association largely .com- 
posed of themselves, the object of which 
will be. to.restore racing and. reéstab- 


lish a market for.the goods they . 
have to sell and which have been accumu- ~, 


lating on their hands. Jn the call for the 
meeting the Kentucky breeders rather 
broadly intimate that the rival turf goy- 
erning bodies tn the middie west have 
made a woeful mess of affairs and that 
the work of redemption is up to those 
“who have most at. stake,” meaning 
- thereby, of course, themselves. 

“A plague on both your houses,” they 
say in effect to the Western Jockey club 
and the apes rei Turf association. 


If the breeders’ prose iene will serve to 
rehabilitate racing by inducing the Itii- 
nots and Missouri authorities to take a 
more kindly view of the sport and its at- 
tendant industries, it will receive the 
encouragement. even of those whose au- 
thority it would usurp, the race track 
owners who compose the membership and 
stewardship of the Western Jockey club 
and the American Turf association.

It is not necessary to 
furnish an estimate of how much the value 
of these properties has shrunk through 
the closing of the race tracks of Illinois, 
Missourt, and Tennessee. The market 
breeder practically has teen wiped out 
with an annually increasing load of un- 
profitable stock on his hands. . Million- 
alre breeders who breed for their own 
amusement and race their own product 
have felt this curtailment of racing oppor- 
tunities as well as the poor men, although, 
of course, in less degree. In the teeming 
days of the western turf. such affluent 
owners as James R. Keene found a.good 
market for the overflow of their farms 
on the race tracks of the middle west. 
Now they have to keep and feed their 
culls, Ninety per,cent of the owners of 
horses it: training have a desperate strug- 
gie to live. They cannot feed what they 
have and therefore they have tostand idly 
by while yearlings, fot which other times 
they would pay up into thousands, are led 
out of the ring without a bid. 


and that is why in their desperation they 
want to take.the situation by the neck and 
see what they can do with it. The advice 
they might bestow on the poor owners of 
horses, whichis “Get. out and go into 
some other business,” is wasted-on them. 
They cannot get out even at a ruthless 
sacrifice. All they have is in the ground 
and what grows upon it. Their acreage is 
fitted up for the breeding of thoroughbred

I doubt his ability, individual 
er concerted, to help himself out by apply- 
ing hie knowledge and energy fo the dis- 
entangling of the middle western racing 
He is not at all likely to be 
taken seriously when he attempts to make 


‘glad the waste places in Illinois, Missouri, 


and Tennessee. 

The trpubles which beset the game in the 
section which might furnish him a profit- 
able market are beyond his ken and there~- 
fore beyond his power to assuage. *As it 
has not been given him properly to 
diagnose the disease, the remedy he might 
suggest would be beyond his power te 
administer.

The history of turf government in the - 
middle west has been one of turmoil and 


strife, punctuated here and there with « 
chapter, of anarchy. The old turf con- 
gress, which was an organization of race 
track managers, overplayed itself through 
the efforts of the weak to control the 
strong—to the efforts of the smaller tracks 
to help themselves at the expense of the 
larger ones.. It was succeeded eventually 
after a struggle by the Western Jockey 


club, a voluntary organization of more 


or less representative individuals. Wheth- 
er through it-or in spite of it the sport 
prospered under the rule of the Western 
Jockey club. It enforced a set of rules 
which seemed to fit the time and place, 
but it was considered too arbitrary by per- 
sons who did not have, but thought they 
should have, direct representation—a 
“crack’’ at the salaries the stewards 
had voted themselves and a voice in the 


‘regulation of dates and the recognition ef 


race tracks which sprung up in places 
where they were not actually needed. 
These malcontents organized the Amer- 
ican Turf association, a replica of the old 
.turf congress, which gave ef&ch race track 
a vote and direct representation. Thus 
were Chicago and 8t. Louls divided 
against themselves and the bitter fight 
‘put a powe 1 weapon in the hands of the 
‘common. enemy. Dirty linen was washed 
in, the open stream and the promoters of 
racing were convicted out of their own 
mouths and by their own actions, Then 
the plow.

The Kentucky breeders may have some . 


bright ideas as to proper turf government, 
but it je not.on record that they ever 
came forward with any bright ideas when 
the trouble was brewing or that their 
attitude was ever any other than that of 
selfish and satisfied indifference on the 
part of some and pernicious meddling on 
the part of others.. 

I doubt the power of the proposed organ- 
ization to ameliorate the disastrous condi- 
tions in the middle west or make any 
change in Illinois, Missouri, or Tennessee, 
The work of the Kentucky breeders is 


simply to sit around, keep quiet, and hope.

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First of the Trusts to Be Unpopular. 


How Henry O. Havemeyer Organized Sugar Combinea- 
tion and How He Was Denounced Before Rockefeller ,. 
Succeeded Him as Target of Populer Attacks. 


HE death of Henry Osborne Havemeyer 
on last Wednesday recalls the time 
when the head of the sugartrust was 
one of the most execrated men ‘in 
America. During the ‘0s Have- 
meyer was 4 veritable “ bogy man.”’ Hehad 
organized the sugar industries into what the 
people believed wags a complete monopoly, 
He was sued in ‘the courts, denounced on 
the stump, and investigated by Lexow com- 
mittees and legislatures.‘ An industrial com- 
mission at Washington investigated him and 
he told them that the tariff was “‘ the mother 
of trusts,” 4 thing they did not want to 
hear, for they had decided that the investi- 
gation should be nonpartisan, and that the 
tariff issue should be kept out of it. 

“A senate committee. also investigated 
Havemeyer at one time, wanting. to know 
why ft wae that the sugar pepe: 

relentless: Upon the men 

raised padi beets. Havemeyer * 

mirably frank. He séemed to enjoy an ‘~ 
vestigation. He was always willing to talk, 
and usually he said something worth while. 
He admitted to the senate that he considered 
thé beét sugar people as his commercial 
tivals and that he put the price of sugar 
below cost in order to get his share of the 
rade. 

“Por that purpose,”’ he added, “I will go 
as far as my directors will allow me, as 
long as there is any money in our treas- 
ury.” 

. * 
Waged the Grimmest Warfare. 

That was the kind of warfare that Have- 
meyer waged and that was why hysterical 
people almost screamed whenever his name 
was mentioned. At- that time Rockefeller 
was a lamb beside Havemeyer, in the esti- 
mate of the people. The oil king may have 
been mildly denounced for increasing the 
cost of illumination, but it was the sugar 
king who was supposed to take the sweet- 
ening from the baby’s water and milk and 
from our morning cup of coffee. 

Yet lately the people appear to have for- 
gotten this bitterness against- Havemeyer 
and his so-called trust, while their hysteria 
towards Rockefeller seems to grow with 
the passing years. Why is this? If repub- 
lics are ungrateful to their heroes, it also 
must be srid that they are willing to bury 
their grouches in oblivion. 

In a seree Havermheyet was the father of 
trusts. His working arrangement, made 
with moet of the other great sugar refiner- 
ies in 1887, was organized along the lines 
of an actual “trust.” The holdings of the 
Matthieswens, the Wiercheses, the Mollers, 
the Dicks, the Meyers, and the Harrisons 
were placed in the hands of the eleven trus- 
tees, who issued $75,000,000 worth of certifi- 
cates in exchange for the stock 6f the old 
companies. 

* - 


First “Trust” in Popular Minds. 

There had been “ trusts ’ of different kinds 
before, and monopolies in a small way. 
Nearly fifty years ago the mianufacturers of 
screws and bolts had combined effectively, 
and a few years later the Standard Oi! com- 
pany and the Michigan Salt association were 
formed, and a little later the National Wall 
Paper company took a whirl at the. game. 
But it was the “trust” of the sugar men 
and their “ trustees ”’ that created the popu- 
lar definition of the word trust, as a gigantic 
monopoly. Since that time every combina- 
tion that uses great capital in its operations 
is known in the minds of, the people as a 
trust, although technically it may be some- 
thing else. 

“Deacon” Searles and/Jobn E. Parsons 
at the time got a good deal of the discredit 
for the original sugar combination, but later 
it was found that the Havemeyers were the 
real bone and sinew of the organization, 

In 1891, four years after its inception, the 
sugar trust as a trust came toanend It had 
been investigated and sued in the courts, and 
ite operations were deciared illegal. Then 


the American Sugar Refiners’ company was 


formed, with Havemeyer at the head. It 
‘was patterned after the successful Standard 
Ol! machine, and, instead of ‘being a com- 
bine, it wag a merger of actual ownerships. 
It was not a collection of individual com- 
panies working in harmony, but one company 
in control of the trade, and the man at the 
head of it, Havemeyer, was ocheérfully 
anxious to go as far as need be as “ long as 
there was any money in the treasury.” And 


if the sugar treasury ever became empty, no 


public acknowledgment was made of that 
fact. There was always money for neces- 


sary ‘warfare. we 
. * 


Sometimes Willing to Tall. 
While Havemeyer was willing always to 
talk, he was bitterfy opposed to enforced 
publicity in regard to corporate affairs. He 
was anxious to tell the ‘investigators the 
things be wanted. them. to knew, but im don 


gard to the things they wanted to know he 
was as tight as a clam. 

Some of Havemeyer’s breezy remarks to 
the industrial commission, before which he 
appeared in Washington in June, 1898, were 
so characteristic of the man, and so epi- 
grammatically described his position, that 
they never will be forgotten. 

“I don’t care two cents for ethics,”’ he de- 
clared. “* We reduce prices to prevent com- 
petition. That’s all." 

‘If the plant of those industries consoli- 
dated was’capable of being put on wheels 
and being rolled from state to state, you 
would find the most active bidding for them.”’ 
he said.

None of the Pablic's Business. 

He did not think that the small. stockhold- 

ony right to ingwire in regard tot 
mee ee ings of his company, atid: 
the general public, wee none of Ite Dug 
ness. 

** There is a prevailing hostility to wealth,"’ 
he said. “‘ This ie perfectly illogical. Every 
one wants.money. This hostility finds its 
outlet in hostile legislation, in unequal and 
unjust taxation. | All this is probably uncon- 
stitutional. It ig directly against the inter- 
est of the class—I mean the poorer class— 
wham it is supposed to benefit.’”’ 

As to “ classes,”’ there were only two, so 
far as Havemeyer could see—‘' the indus- 
trious and those who wish to live on the in- 
dustry of others, It is they who are without 
capital who are hostile to it. This is only 
another mode of stating that it is those who 
are without means who wish to have money 
without work.” 

Notwithstanding his breeziness and his 
willingness to make war, there were some 
bitter fights» before the sugar trust was the 
acknowledged victor in the field. 

* * 


Battle of the Giants. 
Claus Spreckels was one of the giants 


' Havemeyer was forced to fight, and if, ac- 


cording to Havemeyer’s statement, the war 
only was over “ when we got his refinery,” it 
is pretty well established that the trust paid 
Mr. Spreckels a fancy price for his plant in 
Philadelphia, and that they surrendered to 
him the great Pacific coast territory for his 
own private emolument. - 

After the Arbuckles had made their enor- 
mous success in coffee they began to dabble 
in sugar to such an extent that Mr. Have- 
meyer's concern was forced to sit up and take 
notice, It was decided to raid John Arbuckle 
in his own field, and while the coffee man 
sold sugar the sugar folks sold coffee. 

It was a merry war foratime. The treas- 
uries were both full, but if the fight had lasted 
much longer Mr. Havemeyer might have 
found himself in the position he whimsically 
Suggested, of reaching into the cash drawer 
and not finding a dollar. 

But the war ended, with a victory for both 
sides. The Arbuckles continued to sell sugar 
and the Havemeyers sold coffee, but there no 
longer was any cutthroat competition. No- 
body knows what the working agreement 
was, but it has been stated on something like 
authority that this commercial battle cost 
the participants more than $25,000,000.

Sole Victor in the Field. 

Havemeyer wag in ful] possession of the 
field at last, and that no doubt is why the 
people have let him dlone. It has been said 
that the American refineries sold 90 per cent

worthy competitors either were driven out of

' Processes of Refining Kept Secret. 


No one is allowed to progress from one de- 
partment to another. It is said this is neces- 
sary to preserve the secret processes em- 
ployed—processes which are not even pat- 
ented for fear of their becoming public, and 
that not even the president of the United 
States or a visiting monarch woul? be al- 
lowed to go through the plant. 

All the work in the refinery is sald to be 
hard, and the average wage only 14%, cents 
an hour. Mysterious stories are told from 
time to time in regard to deaths and in- 
juries in the Brooklyn refinery, but nobody 
knows wh&t happens there. It is said the 
injured men are taken to an eastern district 
hospital, which is practically controlled by 
the refinery, and the secrecy is said even to 
exceed that exercised by the South Chicago 
steel works or any other great industrial 
plant. 

Nobody knows the truth about this, how- 
ever. So far as Henry O. Havemeyer is con- 
cerned, this part of his work is over. He 
Was a success, a phenomenal success. There 
was no curse upon his family so far as mak- 
ing money is concerned, and the bitterness 
with: which he once was regarded has been 
forgotten. 

* « 
Bad Luck in the Family. 

It often has been pointed out that the 
Havemeyer family was unlucky so far as 
personal happiness is concerned, and in a 
more superstitious age there might have 
been talk of a “‘ Havermeyer curse.” Death, 
tragic and premature, has followed the fam- 
ily. Charles F. Havemeyer and his sister 
Natalie were both killed by pistol shots said 
to have been self-inflicted. There was talk 
of suicide and explanations of “ accident,” 
and the mystery remains. One Havemeyer 
died under the surgeon's knife—another died 
of disappointment, and last of all, Henry O. 
Havemeyer, chief of them all in wealth and 
accomplishment, succumbed to indigestion, 
following his Thanksgiving dinner. It must 
have been worth something to him in his 
closing years to know that the public had 
ceased to berate him.

BUSINESS girl should take fre- 

quent rests and should do. co- 

operative housekeeping so that 

she can.”’ The bachelor girl who 

made this statement keeps house 
in @ flat on the north side—a flat which in 
itself is @ practical illustration of some ways 
in which a business girl can get ahead of the 
game. 

As pointed out by the girle in this flat co- 
operative housekeeping gives the business 
girl peculiar advantages—one in particular 
which she can obtain in no other way. It !s 
that a flat is always equal to carrying one 
girl who gets-ill or loses her job. In other 
words, it is a form of insurance in which 
a girl may be tided over for a time of being 
Jaid off or in which she can take rests when 
she needs them. 

“There is no combination of business 
women, if they have enough drains to 
work out a scheme of living together; 
points out the leader in this venture, “ who 
will not see the advantage of standing the 
small loss of carrying one member of the 
flat two or three months if necessary with the 
privilege of being carried in turn if it is 
needed. This isan extreme case, however, as 
the girl who has only small savings can af- 
ford to take some rest if she lives In this 
way. If meals are separate on account of 
hours or any other reason she could buy and 
cook her own food and only'‘rely on the 
others for her room rent until she gets on her 
feet again.

Chance to Earn Own Way. 

“In case of a more expensively run flat, 
where a woman is hired for one or two days 
a week, a girl who is thrown out of work can 
easily earn her-way from the flat itself by 
taking this work, or she can earn still more 
by doing some of the things for the others 
that they are already paying for. This way 
is always open to her at the worst, but if she 
has a small saving fund she can rest com- 
fortably when laid off for a time, and then 
she is ahead if she puts in a limited amount of 
time in fixing up her own clothes."’

The one 
who was hostese at this interview and who 
backs the “ cojpérative and rest policy ’’ has 
worked in Chicago as a stenographer for fif- 
teen years and has always averaged $17 a 
wéek salary.

Waste is a word of broad interpretations. 
Its ethical bearing upory the everyday life of 
the people is something which should be 
considered as soberly as is the universal 


, Subject of how honestly to increase one’s in- 


dividual income. * Saving ** is a word which 
to many liberal temperaments suggests 
meanness. Avoiding wastefulness is some- 
thing involving quite another characteristic. 
The most liberal of mén niay avoid waste and 
have no doubt cast upon his liberality. 
Looking at Waste in one of its aspects. take 
@ piece of hard coal which the coal man has 
allowed to drop outside a basement window 
where he has been making a delivery. That 
piece of coal has been a million years In the 
making, deep in the bowels of the earth. 
Even before the firdt move at mining it was 
made money and © and earnest effort 
were spent in prospecting. Thousands of 
dollars were spent in erecting the machinery 
and hoists and “sidetracks which complete 
the structural equipment for the mine. 
Afterward a hundred or a thousand men, 
risking life and health. sunk shafts and 


drilled and tunneled and blasted for the hid- 


den carbon.

Journey of a Lump of Coal. 

Raised to the surface, another army of 
workers. broke the coal, sorted it into sizes, 
picked the slate out of it, loaded it into cars, 
and perhaps a thousand miles of shipment 
by rail was necessary to leave it ready for 
retailing from the dealers’ yards.

old of its usefulness. Fortunes are made 
every year in the efforts at recovering a 
fractional part of substances and things that 
heve . been cast upon the national heap of 
waete. In the ‘experiences of the rags and 
iron man, much of the material ty which he 
makes a Mving shows evidence of willful 
thisuse and waste. If the person casting it 
off had taken reasoneble care of the original 
it might have lasted monthe or yeare longer.

Tobacco smoking in pipes and cigarets may 
not be wholly admirable, biit tobacco is a 
recognized commodity and the tobacco con- 
sumption in the United States mounts into 
the millions of dollars annually. But in the 
judgment of the tobacco dealer, one-third 
of the toBacco prepared’ for the pipe and 
the cigaret falls wasted to the ground. The 
cigaret smoker who makes his cigaret ordi- 
narily spills a fuk half of his tobacco be- 
tween the pouring of it into the leg and 
the process of rolling it.

Business Waste Always Great. 

While the waste in ‘the American house- 
hold always has been a subject of unending 
comment and philosophizing for household 
literature, this same subject of waste is of 
far greater possibilities in the business work, 

Typewriting machines in hundreds of thovu- 
sands are in use everywhere, Experts will 
tell you that comparatively few of them 
machines are worn out legitimately. The 
destruction of the rubber cover is one of 
the first wastes affecting the typewriter. 
Byen if the machine be housed in a fold- 
ing desk the dust from the room gets into 
the desk and into the machine, and the grit 
that is.in this dust serves to cut the bear- 
ings and clog the working parts. If such 
@ machine were kept absolutely free of 
dust it might least twice as long as it does 
under careless housing. Yet a standard type- 
writer represents an expenditure of $100, 
‘under common treatment giving not more 
than $50 worth of service. 

A great deal of ingenuity has been spent 
in contrivances for ink wells and paste pots 
for office use. Not only is the cost of the 
ink and paste involved in the careless leav- 
ing open of airtight coverings, but the user 
of these office commodities loses valuable 
time in trying to make use of these me- 
terials injured by evaporation. But almost 
anywhere in the offices of the workers one 
may see these office necessities suffering 
from wasteful aoe 


Leave the Lights Berning. 

The electric Nght is an almost universal 
commodity in the cities. It is hard to com 
ceive of a form of lighting that can be more 
easily controlled or more quiokly turned dn 
and off at the will of the user. Yet ip many 
large establishments the disposition of em- 
ployés to go away and leave an electric bulb 
burning idly at a desk has shouldered thou- 
sands of dollars of needlesg expense upon the 
employer. Rubber clipe, pins, pens, 
paper, and the scores of small office necessi- 
ties are subject to this waste, and extent of 
it im dollars is enormous. 

In the great factories using machinery of 
all kinds waste is one of the principal items 
on the wrong side of the ledger. Machinery 
must be olled to be kept im condition. Or- 
ainarily a piece of machinery is olled. with 
three to five times the quantity of oll 
sary. This is a waste of the lubricant, 
more than this the waste ol] becomes a dirt 
catoher and results in the quicker wearing 
out of the machinery, perhaps clogging its 
movements, too, and enforcing a loss of time 
sears cats latndle i tay: :

The mant- 
facturer finds his market for the commodi- 
tles that are to be wasted; the merchant 
selis*his goods as for waste as for ef- 
ficient consumption. There will be no rad- 
ical reform in the methods of humanity in 
this respect.

“Then we have cheaper bustles which women can 
easily adjust to the corset. These bustles renge in 
price from 26 cents for the smallest to $1 for those 
which extend to the front of the hips. They are well 
made and come in white, black, pink, and blue. We 
sell a great many of the smallest size, which measures 
seven and one-half inches in breadth and ten inches in 
length. No matter how well formed a woman's hips 
are, she generally has a emall hollow just below the 
waist line in the middle of the back. The small bustile¢ 
are made to just fill that hollow. They are rounded off 
at the top so that they fit the apace between the corsets 
—under the lacing. 

“All bustles are worn under the corset nowadays, 
for most women do not like any one to know that they 
wear pads of any sort. The corset holds the bustles 
down s0 that they follow the natural outlines of the 
figure and one cannot tell where the pad begins and 
the figure stops.” 

It is surprising to the average person to hear that 
as many women are wearing bustles now as there were 
thirty years ago. Then the bustle was recognized as a 
necessary article of dress and women, instead of trying 
to conceal the fact that they wore one, would often 
discuse the merits -of the different varieties over the 
back fence with their next door neighbor or at the! 
“spewing circle.” <A bustie in those days was a different 
affair from thoge that women are wearing today. It 
was perfectly huge, reaching from the waist line to the 
bottom of the dress and extending the skirt as much 
as twelve inches at the top and nearly twice that 
amount at the bottom. Women never sat on their 
bustles, but carefully pulled them to one side ag they 
seated themselves. - 

The “art of handling a bustie” was atudied by 
every woman, and she who could manage her bustle 


with ease and grace and never have it collapse was 
greatly envied by the rest of her sex. 

In the late "608 and early ‘706 the “Grecian bend,” 
nicknamed bustie, held such universal sway that every 
woman at last put it on, feeling that their own com- 
parative flatness of back waa positive deformity. One 
of the Dusties favored in 1870 was made of white horse- 
hair and consisted of five flounces of different size over- 
lapping each other. The lowest flounce was twenty 
inches deep and twenty inches wide, and each of the 
others was four inches shorter. The upper one wae 
four inches deep and twelve inches wide. Hach of these 
flounces was rounded off towards the bottom of the 
ékirt and hemmed at. the upper edge and plaited, the 
hem remaining free. 

A thick cord was sewn in at the edge. The flounces 
were then joined together, the hems touching each 
other. Two cords were drawn in opposite directions 
through the hem of the lowest flounce, so as to make 
the “tournure” stand out still more. This was a com- 
paratively small bustle for thie period. Others were 
much more elaborate and more difficult to make. A 
bustle which extended to the bottom of the skirt was 
made entirely of horsehair. , 

In 1881 bustles returned to fashion after the vogue 
of Dolly Vardeniem. The skirt fell straight in front, 
while it was arranged in cascade fashion at the back 
over wire and horsehair. The popular name for the 
bustle at that time was “tilter.” They were made of 
hoopskirt wire and came clear to the bottom of the 
dress. There was a cloth back, divided in the center 
with lacing. Tne “tilter” could be adjusted so that it 
would extend the skirt twelve or six inches, just as the 
wearer preferred, by merely drawing the lacings tight 
or leaving them loose. 

Although large bustles went out of style in the ‘80a, 
women have clung to the small pad, which is an im- 
provement to every figure.

OldGown Sleeves. 


Much of the trouble in making 4 gown 
look well lies in the sleeves. Often one can 
change a dress, which is old in style or which 
one thinks not becoming, into an entirely 
different style of dress by remodeling or 
putting in entirely new sleeves. Luckily for 
those who have to wear their evening frocks 
two seasons, the sleeves can be taken out 
and new ones put in, which do not have to 
match the rest of the gown except for color. 
The sleeve can be literally made of nothing; 
it is not necessary in the least that it be like 
the frock; it can be different, so long as it 
is more or less the same color as the trim- 
mings of the gown. 

A net, voile, silk, or cashmere dress can 
be remodeled with a sleeve made entirely of 
lace and chiffon. The foundation is cut 
smaller than the usual dress sleeve at the 
top and this upper portion is covered with 
eight rows of lace, about three-quarters or 
an inch wide and the rows sewed close on 
top of each other, the edging of one just 
covering the top edge of the row below it. 


The lower part of the sleeve is a full cir- 


cular piece which is gathered on to the lower 
edge of the top portion. 
Piece Is made of chiffon and is trimmed 
with successive rows of the lace. The lace 
in this case should be sewed on an inch or 
an inch and a half apart. 


Fancy WorkApron 


A most convenient apron and one which is 
charmingly dainty and neat is made of an 
oblong of white lawn. Both ends of the 
apron are first hemmed with a half an inch 
hem, to which lace is sewed, slightly fulled. 
One end is then turned up so as to forma 
pocket. Both sides of the apron are sewed 
to the sides of the turned up portion. Three 
pockets are made from this large one, by 
dividing the width of the apron into three 
equal parts and stitching on the lines, from 
the top. to the lower edge of the turned up 
part. These seams, as well as the side 
seams, have a tty finished look if they 
are neatly cat stitched or feather stitched. 
Ribbon a half an inch wide is then run 
through the top hem of the apron and 
through the hem at the top of the turned up 
part. The ribbon which is run through the 
top hem is used to tie around the waist.

This paint is used for Christmas eve or 
winter novelty parties, creating unlimited 
amusement. Take oyster shells, cleaned with 
warm water, put the em into a fire for half an 
hour; then let them*cool. Pound fine and 
take away gray parts, as these are not lumi- 
nous. Put this powder into a crucible in al- 
ternate layers with flour and sulphur. Put 
on the lid of the crucible and cement it with 
sand made into stiff paste with beer. When 
dry put over fire and bake foran hour. Wait 
until quite cold before opening the lid. Make 
a sifter in following manner: 

Take a. pot, put piece of fine muslin loosely 
over it and tie with string, Put powder into 
top. Rake until only coarse powder remains. 
Open pot—result, fine powder. Mix this pow- 
der with thin gum water. This will give a 
paint that when two coats are applied to 
any surface will remain luminous far into 
the night, provided it is exposed to light dur- 
ing the day.

PLEA FOR TORRENS SYSTEM. 


Recorder Davis Is Sending Copies of 
Act and a Circular Letter to Many 
Real Estate Men and Lawyers. 


Recorder Abel Davis, also registrar of titles 
in connection With the Torrens system, is 
sending to about 6,000 Chicago real éstate 
men and lawyers a copy of the Hlinois land 
registration act, together with a circular 
letter calling attention to the advantages of 
the Torrens system in correcting defects and 
imperfections in and ‘establishing titles to 
real estate. He declares it to be infinitely 
more economical and excelling all other exist- 
ing court procedure by-which this may be 
accomplished. 

Explanatory of hie action in the premises 


he said yesterday: 
“ Lack of knowledge of the benefits to prop- 


erty owners derived from the operation of 
the Torrens law is responsible for the fact 
that more property in this city ts not regis- 
tered under the Torrens system. 

“ Every lawyer, banker, and real estate 
man will receive a copy of the Torrens act, 
together with some facts concerning its op- 
eration. My plea with the members of the 
par has not been for their support put for 
their conaideration of the legal and I 
phases of the system. The result of their 
investigation, in my opinion, will be favora- 
bie to it. 

“'The agitation for Torrens legislation fs 
widespread. In nearly every state of the 
union some legislation In regard to the reg- 
istration of land titles has been advocated 
and in some states enacted intoa law. The 
private abstract companies throughout the 
country are putting forth an organized effort 
to defeat any legislation which hae for its 
ultimate ‘object the didcontinuance of the 
cumbersome abstract system, A Chicago 
real estate paper which has persistently op- 
posed the operation of the Torrens system 
printed a number of prejudiced and biased 
articles and has issued in pamphiet form al 
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
